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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Newly submitted claims 1 0-1 2 directed to an invention that is independent 
or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: the claimed 
process comprising purifying the alkoxylated bisphenol is distinct from the original 
claims presented for examination. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claim*** withdrawn from consideration as being 
directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action 
can be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 06/14/06 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. See the explanations below. 

4. Claims 1-3, and 7-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by 6,077,639. 

The disclosures of the cited prior art are as indicated in the previous 
communication. Applicants take the position that this prior art does not disclose the 
claimed unreacted bisphenols in the resin being less than 15 ppm. It is the Examiner's 
position that Applicants' argument is not convincing. It is the Examiner's position that 
this claimed characteristic would be inherent in the prior art composition because first of 
all, it is noted that the AO in the alkoxylated BPA has C 2 -C 3 , the same as Applicants, as 
particularly indicated in the specification. Also, it is herein pointed out that patentees 
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clearly disclose in column 2, lines 52-60, that "therefore, in the present invention/in 
order to control the remaining amount of the BPA-AO having an addition molar number 
of 3 or more in the polyester resin, it is preferable that a high purity product having a 
narrow distribution of alkylene oxide... is contained in the alcohol component". As 
indicated in the specification, beginning with page 4, line 30, the alkoxylated BPA-AO 
compounds having said characteristic are those that have been purified. Thus, it is the 
Examiner's position that the claimed characteristic would be inherent in the prior art 
composition.
